SEOUL (Saturday), July 11 
(UP)—South Korea and the 
United States have reached vir- 
tual agreement on a compromise 
armistice plan, reliable sources 
said today. 3 


President Syngman Rhee and 
Assistant Secretary of State 
Walter S. Robertson were re- 
poried to have completed the 
main part of their conversations 
to remove South Korean opposi- 
tion to a settlement of the three- 
year-old Korean war. 

(John M. Hightower, Asso- 
ciated Press diplomatic ‘corre- 
spondent in Washington, said 
Rhee and Robertson were re- 
ported there to have made sub- 
stantial progress toward an 
agreement under which Rhee 
would go along with an armis- 
tice ending the Korean war. 

(Hightower quoied Washing- 
ton authorities as saying that 
aécording to their latest infor- 
mation the conclusion of a full 
and final agreement with Rhee 
by Robertson could be almost in- 
siantly achieved, if the Korean 
leader did not again change his 


Some Officials Cautious. 

(Some officials said the un- 
derstanding amounted to an 
agreement, Hightower wrote. 
Others, apprehensive about the 
way Rhee has vacillated in the 
past between co-operating with 
a truce and going on with the 
war, said nothing could be 
tounted as concluded until 
signed and sealed). 

Sources close to the Rhee- 


Robertson talks said neither side | 


got all it. wanted and neither 
gave ironclad guarantees. They 
have, however, reached tentative 
basic agreement, it was reported. 

Rhee had held out for a three- 
month time limit on a post- 
armistice political conference to 
unify Korea and a mutual se- 
curity pact with the United 
States. 

It was said the agreement may 
not satisfy the Communists, who 
were reported demanding that 
the United Nations use military 
force to hold Rhee in line. 

But the reports were the most 
optimistic since three weeks ago 
when Rhee upset the all but 
signed truce agreement by 
ordering the release of 27,000 
anti-Communist North Korean 
prisoners. ‘ 

It appeared that the com- 
promise agreement worked out 
by Rhee and Robertson would 
give U.N. commander Gen. 
Mark W. Clark sufficient ground 
on which to assure the Commu- 
nists South Korea would go 
along with a truce. 

No Ironclac Guarantees. 

However, it was believed here 
that the United States and South 
Korea failed to get the ironclad 
guarantees from each other that 
both sides wanted. 

It was understood that the 
United States had not given 
Rhee an ironclad guarantee to 
fight on in the event the post- 
armistice political conference 
failed to unify Korea. And it was 
understood that South Korea had

Votes Down Motion to 
Return It to Commit- 
tee, Then Starts Roll 


Call on Passage. 


WASHINGTON, July 11 (AP) 
—The House today pased a six- 
month extension of the excess 
profits tax. 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP) 
—The House today overwhelm- 
ingly rejected a motion that it 
send the excess profits tax bill 
back ‘to the Ways and Means 
Committee. It then began a roll 
call vote on final passage. 

At the outset of debate Demo- 

ic members of the House 
Rules Committee made a fight 
against barring any amendments 
to the Administration bill, a 
straight renewal of the tax for 
six months, from June 30 to 
Jan. 1. 

But after an hour’s argument, 
the no-amendment procedure 
was approved by the full House. 
The voice vote appeared close 
but no one moved for a roll call. 

Republican Leader Halleck of 
Indiana, chiding critics of the 
bill, said in debate that they 
were throwing “more heat than 
light” and predicted its approval 
by a 3-to-l1 margin “when the 
smoke clears.” 

Chairman Daniel A. Reed 
(Rep.), New York, of the tax- 
writing House Ways and Means 
Committee, fighting the Admin- 
istration proposal all the way, 
conceded he did not expect to 
win. 

“All the logic is on our side,” 
Reed said, “but not the votes.” 

Reed, who tied up the bill in 
his committee for weeks, said 
in a report to the House yes- 
terday the White House was 
“relegating the great Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means to the 
stafus of a rubber stamp.” 

Representatives Jenkins (Rep.) 
Ohio, and Mason (Rep.), Illinois, 
joined in the report, declaring 
the tax-writing committee, when 
it approved the bill, was “fol- 
lowing blindly an order from the 
| executive branch of govern- 
ment.” :

GAMBLING GROWS 
IN COUNTY, WITH 
LITTLE EFFORT 10 
ENFORGE THE LAW 


Few Raids Made by 
Sheriff on Bookies, 
Dice Games and Slot 
Machines in Widely 
Scattered Areas. 


Gamblers have invaded St. 
Louis county in increasing num- 
bers recently as the result of an 
apparent breakdown in law en- 
forccment, inquiry by the Post- 
Dispatch showed today. 

Dice games, 


particularly in the Wellston- 
Pine Lawn areas, a survey dis- 
closed. 

Few raids have been conduct- 
ed by Sheriff Arthur Mosley de- 
spite the ‘increesed illegal activ- 
ity, and records show that he 
and other county authorities 
were prodded into action by out- 
side agencies in some raids 
which were made. 

Clayton court records also 
show that in most instances de- 
fendants have been permitted to 
plead guilty to reduced charges 
and have received comparatively 
light fines. 

Slot Machines in Taverns. 

Slot machines have appeared 
recently in taverns in the Creve 
Coeur area, in the Lemay dis- 
trict, and south of Kirkwood. 
Dice games have been operating 
in Wellston and Pine Lawn. 
Handbooks have been set up in 
back rooms of taverns and in 
other places in ‘Vellston, Pine 
Lawn, Clayton and other sec- 
tions of the county, it was found. 

A sudden upsurge in county 
gambling was noted a short time 
| after Gov. Phil M. Donnelly ap- 
‘pointed a new St. Louis police 
| board last January. Some gam- 
_blers who had been operating 
in the city on a sneak basis 
moved to the county when the 
new. board transferred key offi- 
cers in the St. Louis police de- 
partment. 

Some county authorities re- 
ceived a report that slot ma- 
chines were transported from 
Benld, Ill., to Wellston in a 
panel truck. 

One of the most spectacular 
raids ever made by county of- 
ficials was against the $7,000,- 
000-a-year handbook operated by 
Charles J. (Kewpie) Rich at 7203 
St. Charles road June 5, 1950. 
However, no action was taken 
until after Gov. Alfred Driscoll 
of New Jersey gave evidence of 
the handbook’s nation-wide op- 
eration to Gov. Forrest Smith. 

Rich and three aids were in- 
dicted by a St. Louis county 
grand jury on a felony gambling 
charge but later indictments 
against Rich and two of his men 
were dismissed by Prosecuting 
Attorney Stanley Wallach. The 
fourth defendant was permitted 
to plead guilty to a reduced 
charge. 

Wren Raids in Wellston. 

A raid May 19 on an apart- 
ment handbook at 6335A Easton 
avenue, Wellston, was conducted 
under unusual circumstances. It 
actually was made by St. Louis 
police under Capt. Joseph A. 
Wren, although the handbook 
was in the county. 

Wren reported he had the 
establishment under _ surveil- 
lance for some time. He decid- 
ed to raid at a time when oper- 
ators were present. He notified 
the sheriff’s office and Wellston 
police, then made the raid. Bet- 
ting tabs and other evidence was 
found, but the operators had 
left. ' 

James W. Connor, operating 
director of the St. Louis Crime 
Commission, last July criticized 
Prosecutor Wallach’s handling of 
' a handbook charge against John 
| J. Vitale, notorious Mafia gang-

WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP) 
—Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles told a Big Three 
foreign ministers meeting today 


that the Soviet purge of Lau- 
renty P. Beria means that “ 
new convulsion is under way” 
in Russia and discloses “inher- 
ent weakness.” 

Opening the first of a series 
of talks with French Foreign 
Minister Bidault and the Acting 
British Foreign Secretary Lord 
Salisbury, Dulles declared that 
“we meet at the time of great 
opportunity” demonstrated by 
the Beria incident and also by 
the fact that behind the Iron 
Curtain “freedom is again in 
the air.”

State Department had 
bassador Charles 
home for personal consultation 
on the ouster of the boss of tse 
Soviet secret police. The depart- 
ment said Bohlen, United States 
envoy to Moscow and a long- 
time student of Soviet affairs, 
“foresaw and reported the prob- 
able elimination of Beria several 
days ago.” 

*‘Meved by a New Hope.’ 

Dulles said in a prepared 
statement: 

“In East Berlin, East Germany 
and other satellite areas the 
people are moved by a new hope. 

“Within Russia itself, Beria, 
the leader and symbol of the 
police state, is simself put under 
arrest. A ne onvulsion is un- 
der way. The old system may 
remain and may continue to 
threaten, but inherent weakness 
is disclosed.” 

In surveying briefly the prob- 
lems of the Big Three session, 
Dulles said the United States, 
Britain and France need to co- 
ordinate their views on “such 
great matters as the significance 
of the dramatic developments 
now occurring within the Soviet 
Union.” 

He added that the three na- 
tions have special responsibili- 
ties for Germany, deep interest 
in the problem of European de- 
fense and concern with the 
“chaHenge of the war in Indo- 
china.” 

A statement read to a news 
conference by Press Officer Lin- 
coln White said: 

“Ambassador Bohlen, who 
foresaw and reported the prob- 
able elimination of Beria several 
days ago, is now returning to 
the United States in order that 
the Secretary of State may have 
the opportunity of personal con- 
sultation with him relative to 
developments in the U.S.S.R. 
while the foreign ministers’ con- 
ference is in session.” 

Flying From Paris. 

Bohlen is flying to Washing-

vacation after sending in his re- 
| port on Beria. Officials said his 
vacation trip was planned so that 
if the Beria purge came off he 
would be able to get home quick-

Efforts to have St. Louis de- 
clared a critical defense housing | 
area apparently have failed, Rep- 
resentative Leonor Sullivan 
(Dem.), St. Louis, informed 


Mayor Raymond R. Tucker to- 
day, indicating that rent controls 
will expire as scheduled. Mean- 
while, boosts of 100 per cent or 
more were being reported here 
despite appeals for moderation 
in increases. 

The area rent control office 
reported that information it has 
received indicated an average in- 
crease of 30 to 40 per cent. The 
AFL Central Trades and Labor 
Union, however, said its studies 
show an average proposed in- 
crease of about 80 per cent. 

Many Not Told How Much. 

In area surveys, the Post- 
Dispatch found announced in- 
creases ranging from 7% per 
cent to 48 per cent and in one 
instance 143 per cent. 

John 1. xoilings, former ex- 
ecutive secretary of AFL Cen- 
tral Trades, said more than 100 
wirtten reports received by his 
office show that many persons 
will have their rents doubled 
and, in some cases tripled. The 
reports are in response to an 
invitation printed in the St. 
Louis Labor Tribune. 

He cited one case in which 
rent for an apartment with an 
outside toilet was boosted from 
$13 to $65, a 400 per cent rise. 
Another three-room apartment 
with outside toilet was increased 
$10.80 to $25 for an increase of 
131.4 per cent. 

5-Room House $125. 

Rent for a 25-year-old, five- 
room brick bungalow is sched- 
uled to rise from $75 to $125, a 
78 per cent increase, the AFL 
reports show. A building with 
six flats, recently sold to a real 
estate company by its owner, 
will have rents boosted from $13 
to $65 for a 400 per cent jump. 
A one-room apartment renting 
now for $7 a week will go up to 
$11 a week, a 57 per cent rise. 

Some Grudge Increases. 

Rollings said some of the ex- 
orbitant increases seem to have 
been inspired by old grudges 
and may be designed to get rid 
of tenants. However, the size 
of increases generally is alarm- 
ing, he said. 

The Post-Dispatch found in 
one block of McPherson avenue 
near Skinker boulevard increases 
ranging from 15 per cent to 37 
per cent. These increases 
amounted to $10 to $20 for three 
to five-room apartments. 

Nearby on Kingsbury avenue, 
increases from $45 to $75 and 
from $37 to $90 were reported, 
the latter for a two-room apart- 
men with the. bathroom shared 
by three families. 

Many tenants received eviction 
notices a day or two before get- 
ting notice of rent increases. 
They could agree to the in- 
creases or move. 

One landiady expressed fear 
about what might result if rents 
were raised too much. She said 
she is having difficulty renting 
two apartments because prospéc- 
tive tenants are waiting to see 
what kind of increases may be 
imposed. She said higher rents 
may cause tenants to double up 
or to buy homes which would be 
against the interests of owners 


of rental property.

Governors Meet Eisen- 


hower and Aids. | 


AMARILLO, Tex., July 10 


(AP)—President Dwight D. Ei- 
senhower flew here today to 
meet with governors of seven 
drouth - stricken southwestern 
states and to hear their recom- 
mendations as to what can be 
done to help farmers and ranch- 


The Columbine landed at 
12:49 p.m. after the planecruised 
over miles of sun-baked Texas 
prairie to give the President a 
close look at drouth-blighted 
areas. 

Four governors—Dan Thorn- 
ton of Colorado, Allan Shivers 
of Texas, Edward F. Arn of 
Kansas and Johnston Murray of 
Oklahoma—met the President’s 
plane. 

The President went immedi- 
ately to a hotel and from there 
to the Amarillo Club for lunch- 
eon and a conference with the 
governors. 

Accompanying the President 
are Secretary of Agriculture 
Ezra Taft Benson and Civil De- 
fense Administrator Val Peter- 
son. 

Others on Plane. 

Six other officials accompanied 
the President. They included 
Senator Lyndon B. Johnson 
(Dem.), Texas, Sherman Adams, 
assistant to the President; presi- 
dential secretaries Thomas B. 
Stephens and James C. Hagerty; 
Robert L. Farrington, acting di- 
rector of the Department of Ag- 
riculture’s Credit Service and 


mittee, which took away party 
membership and office from the 
54-year-old veteran Red. 

A separate communique said 
the presidium of the Supreme 
Soviet (Parliament) had _ re- 
moved the disgraced Beria from 


his posts as First Deputy Pre- 
mier of the Soviet Union and 
Minister of Internal 


Court. 

“It was decided also by the 
presidium that the case on the 
criminal actions of L. P. Beria 
should be turned over to the 
Supreme Court of the U.S.S.R.,” 
the announcement added. 

(The official communiques an- 


nouncing Beria’s downfall, first 
break in the leadership of the 


Malenkov government, failed to 
disclose Beria’s whereabouts and 
it was presumed he was in jail 
awaiting trial. Treason is pun- 
ishable by death.) 

Beria’s downfall left Malen- 

kov with three deputy premiers: 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov, 
War Minister Nikolai Bulganin, 
and Lazarus M. Kaganovich. 
The party accused Beria of 
“criminal activities designed at 
subverting the Soviet state in 
the interests of foreign capi- 
talism” and of trying to put his 
Internal Affairs Ministry 
“higher than the government 
and Communist party of the So- 
viet Union.” 
Pravda said he had planned 
secretly to “seize the leadership 
of the party and the country” in 
order to restore capitalism. 

The charge that Beria acted 
in the interests of foreign im- 
perialism was viewed here as a 
clear reference to the recent 
riots in Berlin and the release 
of North Korean prisoners of 
war by South Korean president 
Syngman Rhee. The Russian 
press has charged that these

WASHINGTON, July 10 — 
Counsel. for the National Hell’s 
Canyon Association charged to- 
day the Federal Power Com- 
mission is proceeding illegally 
to hear an application by Idaho 


Power Co. to construct three 
small dams on the Snake river 
in Idaho. 


C. Girard Davidson, former 
Assistant Secretary of the -In- 
terior, representing the associa- 
tion, asked that the hearing be 
stopped, and Idaho Power 4 
quired to amend its applications 
for the dams before the hearing | 
could be resumed, 


Alteernatively, his motion 
asked that the pending applica- 
tion be denied. 

Davidson's motion was denied 
by the presiding FPC examiner, 
William J. Costello. Davidson 
then asked that this ruling be 
certified to the commission it- 
self for review. This was done. 

Substance of Objection. 

In today’s motion, Davidson 
stood on slightly different legal 
ground than he occupied at the 
outset of the hearing when he 
asked for a 90-day postpone- 
ment, but the substance of his 
objection was the same. 

He* argues that the pending 
applications do not conform to 
the commission’s own rules 
which require detailed informa- 
tion about what is proposed, and 
that therefore the notice given 
by the commission of the hear- 
ing is insufficient. The exami- 
ner, in denying Davidson's mo- 
tion, observed that at some time 
in the course of the hearing it 
may become necessary for him 
to direct Idaho Power to amend 
its applications. 

The record contained a charge, 
madé@ yesterday by Davidson, 
that the FPC was biased in favor 
of the private utility. 

Davidson had previously blast- 
ed Secretary of the Interior 
Douglas McKay for withdrawing, 
on the eve of the FPC hearing, 
the Federal Government’s op- 
position to ‘plans of Idaho 
Power. 

“This ruling can ofly mean,” 
Davidson told the examiner, 
“that the commission does not 
want or desire a full hearing or 
investigation of the relative 
merits of a high Hell’s Canyon 
dam as against a nebulous pro- 
posal of the Idaho Power Co. for 
some small dams on the Snake 
river. 

“This matter has been pending 
for some six years before the 
FPC.- A year after the company 
filed its original application for 
a preliminary permit it asked 
that the application remain in 
suspense, and two years later it 
got around to filing an applica- 
tion for a license for a single 
dam at its Oxbow site. 

Record of Time Extensions. 

“After this new application 


reclamation commissioner,”

remaining at the end of the 
year, Mervyn E. Wiethaupt, sec- 
retary-treasurer of the board, 
explained. 
He estimated that unspent 
appropriations, or “turnbacks,” 
in this year’s budget will total 
about $800,000. “By reducing 
some appropriation requests for 
next year, we hope to reduce the 
size of the ‘turnbacks,’” Wiet- 
haupt explained. 
Total cost of operating the 
school system this year was 
$23,596,779, Wiethaupt reported. 
Regular appropriations for the 
same period totaled $24,611,521, 
he said, leaving an unexpended 
balance of $1,014,742. Supple- 
mentary appropriations and ex- 
penditures for such items as 
summer repairs and supplies 
will reduce this figure to about 
$800,000, Wiethaupt said. 
Largest Items in Balance. 
Largest items in the unspent 
balance are $410,744 for teach- 
ers’ salaries and $262,975 for 
repairs to schools. Due to the 
shortage of teachers, the school 
system was not able to hire the 
full number of instructors au- 
thorized, resulting in the in- 
structional “turnback,” it was 
explained.

EAST REICH HIT 
BY NEW STRIKES 
AND SLOWDOWNS 


BERLIN, July 10 (AP) — A 
new wave of scattered strikes 
and work slowdowns spread 
over Communist-ruled East Ger- 
many today.. 

Angry workers are demand- 
ing that comrades arrested in 
the June 17 revolt be freed, 
and have begun backing up 
those demands by refusing to 
work, refugees reaching West 
Berlin reported. 

A widespread new strike was 
forecast in East Berlin, where 
last month’s rebellion began. 
The anti-Communist Fighting 
Group Against Inhumanity said 
East Berlin workers have de- 
cided “solidly’ ’to lay down their 
tools again. 

At midafternoon, however, 
there was no report of any gen- 
eral strike yet in East Berlin, 
although slowdowns which have 
been in effect for several days 
continued in some plants. 

In the Soviet zone outside 
Berlin, refugees told of slow- 
downs and sitdowns in many big 
enterprises.

the legal and office staff of Cir- 
cuit Attorney Edward L. Dowd 
of St. Louis were authorized in 
a bill approved late yesterday by 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly.

Good For the President! 


President Eisenhower stands,out today, in 
our opinion, more of the leader the voters hoped 
he would be than at any time since he was 
nominated for his high office a year ago. He 
enjoys this new eminence because he and his 
Administration have handed a double defeat 
to the McCarthyites and their creeping ‘ism 
whose end is the suppression of liberty. 

The Post-Dispatch applauds the Bresident 
heartily for both. 

First, the State Department under the Eisen- 
hower Secretary, John Foster Dulles, has com- 
pletely reversed itself on the policies to be fol- 
lowed in the selection of books for the United 
States overseas libraries. 

This reversal comes in response to an out- 
raged American public opinion. It re-establishes 
the test of the usefulness of the book through 
which our 188 information libraries abroad had 
become literally open windows in the free ex- 
change of ideas and facts about the world. 

Second, the President himself has denounced 
the wholesale attack on the Protestant clergy 
as “alien to America.” He did not mention Jo- 
seph B. Matthews or his article in the July issue 
of The American Mercury magazine, but he could 
only have meant the utterly irresponsible “in- 


j vestigator” chosen by Senator McCarthy of 


Wisconsin to head the staff of the McCarthy 
subcommittee of the Senate. Matthews's “res- 
ignation” has now been accepted by McCarthy 
under pressure from a majority of his subcom- 
mittee. 

+ * . 

The President’s castigation of “generalized 
and irresponsible attacks that sweepingly con- 
demn the whole of any group” was in response 
to a telegram from Msgr. Jphn A. O’Brien of 
Notre Dame University, Rabbi Maurice N. Eis- 
endrath, president of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, and Dr. John Suther- 
land Bonnell, pastor of the Fifth Avenue Pres- 
byterian Church. 

These three distinguished representatives of 
the Jewish, Protestant and Roman Catholic 
faiths were acting on behalf of the Commission 
on Religious Organizations of the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews. They decided 
the time had come to halt McCarthyism’s slan- 
ders against innocent people and so they sent 
their protest to the man in the White House 
who attaches so much importance to religion. 

On each of these urgent issues the President 
acted only after strong provocation. He has 
clearly tried to get along with Senator McCarthy 
without an open break and even now he has 
not “engaged in personalities,” to use the phrase 
by which the President justifies his refusal to 
mention names. : 

* But there is a limit to patience, particularly if 
popular revolt is taking form in plain view. 
Thus after much damage is done to American 
prestige around the world, the State Department 
straightens itself out on the book controversy. 
And the President himself disavows publicly the 
vicious, unprincipled attack on the clergy.

How does the Junior Senator from Wisconsin 
take these two blows to his chin? As he always 
does. He attacks someone else. This time it is 
Allen Dulles, brother of the Eisenhower Se 
tary of State. . 

It is only necessary to remember how the 
McCarthy “ship deal” was announced with fan- 
fare just as the Bohlen appointment was being 
confirmed to see the significance in the timing 
of Senator McCarthy’s demand that Mr. Dulles 
be subpenaed as chief of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency. McCarthy seeks to cover up his 
double repudiation by a new attack on the Eisen- 
hower Administration. 

The President can perhaps for a while longer 
oppose McCarthyism without breaking with its 


‘ protagonist. Sooner or later Mr. Eisenhower 


will have no choice but to break with the man 
himself. The alternative is to run the risk of 
allowing McCarthy to wreck this Administration.

Vision Hazards on the Road 

A surprising number of drivers do not see 
well enough to drive, and another surprising 
number of people think every motorist’s vision 
should be tested. Those are constructive find- 
ings of the Greater New York Safety Council 
in a test of 8000 drivers and a poll of the resi- 
dents of Westchester county. 

One out of every five motorists tested had 
vision defects serious enough to create road 
hazards. Many wore glasses which needed to be 
corrected for changes in their eyesight as they 
grew older. More than 80 per cent of the polled 
Westchesteriang thought the state should re- 
quire vision tests in renewing licenses. With so 
much need and so much support among the 
same public, the next step seems obvious. 
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The Same Old Dollar 


The atmosphere around the check-out count- 
ers at the supermarkets femains pretty much 
what it has been. The customers are snapping 
at the check-out clerks and the clerks are snap- 
ping back. For in spite of a widespread feeling 
that things would be different under a different 
administration in Washington, food prices are 
still high, and every time an increase comes 
along, the strain between distributor and con- 
sumer gets worse, Maybe some of the consumers 
have prospective rent increases on their minds, 

For the first three months of the Eisenhower 
Administration, the cost of living index eased 
off slightly, and it was possible to believe. that, 
as promised be 


fore and after last year’s cam- 
paign, the day of liberation from high prices 
was at hand. But ever since March, the cost of 
living has been inching upwards. The latest in- 
dex—for May 15—etands at 114, as compared 
with 114.1 last Decemher. That .1 per cent‘ of 
“disinflation” is hardly enough to boast about. 

Similarly the index of wholesale prices for 
June 23 stood at 109.5, compared with 109.6 
last December. Contemplating that one-tenth of 
a point difference, and remembering all the 
promises of a fine, fat, valuable Republican dol- 
lar, the consumer at the check-out. counter may 
be justified in asking: “When does the disinfla- 
tion begin?” 
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An Oath Erased 

One of the silliest laws passed by Congress 
last year proposed loyalty oaths for citizens liv- 
ing in homes financed or insured by the Gov- 
ernment.- Justice M. Henry Martuscello of the 
New York State Supreme Court has now ruled 
the law unconstitutional. 

This law was in trouble from the start. The 
Veterans Administration decided it could not 
legally be applied to men living in “G.I.” 
homes. The Pentagon could not see making a 
general with 40 years service sign an oath to 
live in military quarters, In the end only some 
tenants of public housing projects were singled 
out to take the pledge. 

Aside from the strong legal objections, the 


real absurdity of the law was its implication. 
Did Congress mean to imply that citizens could 
be held suspect and required to sign on a dotted 
line simply because they depended in some way 
on the Government? That would be carrying 
suspicion pretty far—as far as from Maine to 
California.

Now There Are Two 
The triumvirate which inherited Stalin's 
power in the Soviet Union has lasted only four 
months. The fall of L. P. Beria, Minister of 
Internal Affairs and head of the secret police, 
legves two where there were three top dogs. 
And of the two it is quite clear that Premier 
Malenkov, who personally presented the charges 
on which Beria was drummed out of party and 
government, is much stronger than Foreign 

Minister Molotov. - 
This struggle for power was foreshadowed 
when Stalin died. It is not the nature of the 


‘Soviet system to be run by committee. That a 


committee took over for a brief interlude meant 
only that, at the moment of Stalin’s death, no 
single person possessed the full power which 
the old dictator had wielded. Malenkov has 
set out to gather that power to himself, and fast. 

Beria, no doubt, is being made the scapegoat 
for the uprisings in East Germany and the other 
satellite regions. This must be the meaning of 
the hackneyed charge that he had become a tool 
of “Western imperialism.” But in all probability 
the satellite troubles provided a, handy pretext, 
rather than the basic cause, for Beria’s downfall. 
If Malenkov had not got him on this occasion, 
he would have tried to get him on another. The 
law of dictatorship is that Malenkov must get 
Beria to prevent Beria from getting Malenkov. 

It would be idle to speculate on the immediate 
effects of the Moscow upheaval abroad, which 
may be felt from Eastern Europe to Korea and 
beyond. But in the light of history it can 
safely be said that the end to the great Soviet 
power struggle is not yet. It took Stalin years 
to consolidate his power. 

During a prolonged internal conflict, the 
chances are that the warring Soviet leaders will 
seek to limit their foreign entanglements as 
much as possible. That is why Marshal Tito’s 
judgment, given in an interview a few days 
before Beria’s downfall, still seems sound. Rus- 
sia, Tito believes, is in the midst of a profound 
change of policy, the result of past mistakes and 
present weaknesses. He urges the West to take 
full advantage of this phase for the settlement 
of such outstanding problems as Germany and 
Austria. Tito ought to know. 
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How to Keep the Earnings Tax 

An opinion that the St. Louis earnings tax 
can be kept in force by an amendment of the 
City Charter and without further authorization 
by the Legislature has been handed down by 
Missouri Attorney General John M. Dalton. He 
may well be right, but it is questionable wheth- 
er this method would be the most effective at 
this time. It cOuld mean expense, delay and 
litigation. 

Such an amendment would have to be ap- 
proved by the voters of the city after having 
been submitted to them either by a charter 
commission, the Board of Aldermen or on peti- 
tion of not less than 10 per cent of the qualified 
electorate. But since this tax affects non-resi- 
dents, objectors might fall back on the statute 
of 1879 invoked against the tax by the Lawyers’ 
Association of St. Louis, or on other legal 
arguments. 

The courts, we believe, would sustain such an 
amendment; and we also believe that, either by 
amendment or. by a new charter, St. Louis 
should gain a greater measure of home rule. 
But time is highly important in connection with 
the earnings tax. The city ¢dannot afford the loss 
of revenue which would come with its lapse 
next year, or the loss which might result from 
restraining orders in connection with a legal 
challenge of the charter amendment suggested 
by Mr. Dalton. : : 

Especiajly since this levy puts at least a part 
of the cost of municipal services on non-resi- 
dents who avail themselves of these services to 
earn a livelihood, St. Louis should follow the 
more certain course of persisting in the request 
to Gov. Donnelly for a special session to reau- 
thorize the tax. Legislative action would avoid 
either a loss of city income or a very serious 
curtailment of city services. And it would give 
St. Louis time to consider the advantages of 
amendment or even complete revision of its 
outdated charter.

A Reversal of Roles 

It is a strange twist on the subject of irriga- 
tion which the Idaho Power Co. is using to sup- 
port its claim to the power site at Hell’s Can- 
yon. Thomas E. Roach, its president, says the 
company will give irrigation first claim to the 
waters of the Snake river. He thus plays on the 
fears of some farmers that a Reclamation Bu- 
reau dam would pre-empt, for power, water 
needed for irrigation. 

The Reclamation Bureau has brought irriga- 
tion water to more than 6,000,000 acres of the 
subhumid West. An irrigation project connected 
with its Hell’s Canyon plan depends on a sub- 
sidy from the electric power that would be de- 
veloped there. How many acres has Idaho 
Power irrigated, and how many would it irri- 
gate if Hell’s Canyon is turned over to it? 
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Trade Across the Andes 

The announcement of a treaty looking toward 
economic unien received less fanfare in Chile 
than in Argentina. Chileans had already shown 
more distrust of the proposal than Argentinians 
ever would be permitted to display under the 
Peron dictatorship. 

There is reason for skepticism, at least. 
Presidents Ibanez of Chile and Peron of Argen- 
tina have offeréd florid expressions of friend- 
ship to one another, but dealing with Peron in 
matters economic can be a risky venture. 

His economy is controlled, inflated and shaky. 
Chile’s is relatively free and, by comparison, sol- 
vent. That is why elements of the Chilean press 
and Congress have asked practical questions 
about how the two could be tied together. 

Moreover, both nations are essentially pro- 
ducers of raw materials. Chile depends largely 


,on metals exports; Argentina on beef and wheat. 


Phese can be exchanged only to a limited ex- 
tent without further industrial expansion on 
each side and creation of larger mass markets. 

From Washington’s point of view, anything 
that stimul&es trade among Latin American 
nationg ig welcome, But the distance between 
signing a treaty. and achieving its goal is ex- 
actly the same as that between the Ibanez-Peron 
political friendship and the economic facts. It's 
a long way across the Andes. _—

Newspaperman’s obligation to act as watchdog for liberties 
heightened when demagogues foment hysteria, says Harvard 
official; disturbed by cool reaction to Wechsler case and book- 
; purging; neutrality in such cases held default of high calling.

The newspaperman has the obligation 
of every citizen, and has it multiplied 
by his opportunity to know and his op- 
portunity to speak what he knows. 

In particular he has an obligation to 
try to keep the record straight. 

Al Smith used to say: “Let’s look at 
the record.” 

If a politician distorts it, the news- 
papermen needs to straighten it out for 
the reader. 

-Especially in a time when dema- 
gogues seek to foment hysteria to re- 
press the constitutional Ameriean free- 
doms of those who disagree with them, 
has the press a duty. 

The editor who believes in a free 
press needs to see it as the voice and 
the watchdog of all our other freedoms. 


He above all should cherish all the 
traditianal freedoms of America against 
all suppressions. 

It is disturbing to find so few editors 
deeply concerned over the effort of 
Senator McCarthy to use the power af 
government to infringe the freedom of 
criticism of The New York Post. They 
too generally explain it away in equivo- 
cal rationalization, saying in effect that 
it isn’t important because it didn’t work. 


Few Editors Concerned? 


Jimmy Wechsler is still criticizing 
McCarthyism. It didn’t work because 
Wechsler can't be terrified, and single- 
handed he forced the record on public 
attention—that is, attention to such 
parts of the public as are served by 
newspapers that gave it attention—all 
too few. They were short-sighted in- 
deed who took the attitude: this isn’t 
serious, it,didn’t touch us. 

“And therefore never send to know 
for whom the bell tolls; it tolls for 
thee.” 

It is disturbing to fin& so few editors 
deeply concerned over the State De- 
partment’s directives to purge our 
overseas libraries of books somebody 
says are less American than other books. 
Who says so? Who ig he to say so? 


Not enough editors are asking these 
American questions, 

Too many left it to the librarians to 
state our freedom to read what we 
choose and to say that if you mean to 
represent Americanism abroad you must 
represent the range of Americans’ free 
reading.

Wailing Chant of Wanderers 


THE SIEGE, by Illes Kaczer, translated from the 
Hungarian by Lawrence Wolfe. (Dial, 594 pas., $5.) 
Reb Sholem is a wandering Jew. The 
first of the two books contained in this 
volume, “Fear Not, My Servant Jacob,” 
begins with Sholem and his wife, Mal- 
keleh, and their two children fleeing 
from the north of Hungary just after 
the final fall of Napoleon. After ob- 
serving the Sabbath on a marshy road, 
they settle uneasily in the village of 
Lapfalva as keepers of the inn, 
Tradition’ holds that the inn should 
be run by a Jew, but always subject to 
the gufferance of the local gentry, the 
Imperial Court of Vienna and even the 
serfs. The Jews are caught between 
the three powers in the land, each of 
which can take out its grievances by 
- turning on the peo- 
ple of Israel. Few 
means of earning a 
living are open to 
them, and _ those 
only so long as 
they are not covet- 
ed by a Gentile. 
By the time Sho- 
lem and Malkeleh’s 
eldest children are 
grown, there is a 
glimmer of the

Sholem’s stepson, Sroleh Yomtov, who 
has left home for Vienna and worked 
for Baron Rothschild.

However, “The Siege” igs not really a 
novel but a tragic saga of the Jewish 
people.

Too Much Indirection 


N “THE JUGGLER” at the PAGEANT THEATER we 

have an attempt to recreate the horrors of a Nazi con- 

centration camp indirectly by showing the after-effects 
on a former star vaudeville performer who arrives as an 
immigrant to Israel mentally unbalanced 
from the loss of his family and his own 
sufferings. 

Kirk Douglas, as the juggler, turns in 
his usual seethingly strong performance, 
but the film struck me not nearly as pow- 
erful as it obviously was intended to be. 
For ome thing, the screen play by Michael 

Blankfort from his own novel, while terse and economical, 

does not provide enough immediate dramatic clash. 

Douglas is shown mistaking a strange family for his 
own in his mental haze, then badly beating a policeman 
who seeks to question him because Kirk thinks all cops rep- 
resent brutality and persecution. He takes off across the 
countryside with a boy he meets, becomes interested in a 
girl in a village near the Syrian border and seems well 
on the way to mental recovery, giving a show for the kids, 
when the arrival of pursuing police set him off again and 

. he threatens to shoot it out. 

The dramatic turmoil is all in the man’s mind and not 
in the plot development. As his ‘actions are not the re- 
sult of reason, and the root of his mental troubles is es- 
tablished immediately, the reiteration of his moods and 
fears becomes merely repetitious. While one feels sym- 
pathetic towards him, as does the pursuing detective 
(Paul Stewart) the character never evokes deep pity or 
a sense of tragedy. Although it has a fair amount of 
realism and local color under Edward Dmytryk’s direction, 
as ‘drama it throws only a mild punch. 

As heroine the film introduces a fresh-faced blonde 
Italian actress, Millie Vitale. Her role doesn’t put much 
strain on her emotional powers.

As the first 3-D film to show the scenic beauties of the 
West, “THE CHARGE AT FEATHER RIVER” at the FOX 
has some spectacular depth effects in the mountains, can- 
yons and ravines. And waves of Indians charging on horse- 
back to be mowed down by a handful of 
cavalrymen is also made much more ex- 
citing by the depth process, although 
iy you've seen it all before. 

Here the Redskins, Cheyennes, come 
a charging across a river straight into the 
, nN repeating rifles of a small patrol, made up 
, of guard-house yardbirds,.and die with 
wild yells (one wonders why they didn’t sneak a small party 
behind the patrol, as they did very effectively a few scenes 
earlier to.steal the cavalrymen’s mounts), The multiple- 
speaker sound system is used to sometimes startling effect 
as the whine of ricocheting bullets sounds through the 
theater. And this has improved many-fold on the technique 
of throwing a lance or shooting an arrow into the audience. 
Here the spears and arrows are propelled en masse into 
‘your face. In addition, you have the privilege of having a 
sergeant, trying to scare a rattlesnake, spit tobacco juice 
right into you eye. That is the absolute low. From now on 
when I see these 3-D epics, in addition to taking along a 
shield I'll have to hoist an umbrella. 
Apart from its new tricks, the Western is strictly 
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- routine, occasionally dull. Guy Madison, once the darling 


of the bobby-soxers, turns up as the strong, silent Western 
hero type as leader of the patrol. As he seems a little 
confused, only mumbles his linés and shows practically no 
emotion, he demonstrates great promise as a Western star. 
Frank Lovejoy is the sergeant, and we have the usual 
collection .of stock characters in the patrol. 

This mowing down of the red man in Westerns 
is getting so bad there ought to be a conservation law 
placing a limit on the bag per film. So far, in approxi- 
mately 1000 Cavalry vs. Indian films, I estimate 463,152 
Sioux, Navajoes, Apaches, Cheyennes and Comanches have 
bitten the dust, or roughly 50 per cent more than the entire 
Indian population of the United States at thetime. If any- 
one dares to challenge the authenticity of these figures, 
let him make his own count.

From this old sense of “to 
break into pieces” came the idea 
of weakening, of rendering de- 
crepit. Here John Milton again 
obliges with an illustration in 
the phrase, “craze my limbs.” 

So we come to the idea of 
derangement in to “craze,” as 
Shakespeare leads us to it in 
“Grief hath crazed my wits.” 

This is the history of crazy— 
essentially broken or decrepit, 
eventually broken in mind.

HERE are a number of rules, proved by centuries of 
T human experience and by scientific research to be solid 

guides for living. Once in a while, someone breaks one 
or more of these rules and achieves conspicuous success. 

These incidents are interesting in themselves, but 
prove nothing except that rare individuals can violate the 
rules and with phenomenal luck come out unscathed.

RAWN is full, well-developed muscles, especially with

Brawn is useful in lifting or moving heavy stones 
in the clearing of property.

Brawn can be used to great advantage in splitting tree 
stumps, sawing lengths of wood and stacking the wood after 
it has been sawed.

Professor Who Cant Find Time to Quit 


St. Louis-Born Winfred Garrison, 79, of Christian Century Staff, 'Retired’ 10 Years Ago

HOUSTON, Tex., July 10. 


INFRED ERNEST GARRI- 
SON can’t find the house’ 
in St, Louis where he was 
born 79 years ago. It stood near 
the north end of Tenth street, 
and not only has the house dis- 
appeared, but also the ground. 
The house was on a hilltop over- 
looking the Mississippi river, 
and the crest of the hill was 
scraped off to lower the grade. 
St. Louis holds many senti- 
mental attachments, other than 
birthplace, for Garrison, who 
has been literary editor of the 
Christian Century since 1923; 
who started his teaching career 
in 1897 at the University ofChi- 
cago, “retired” 10 years ago this 
month, and now is full-time pro- 
fessor of philosophy and re- 
ligion at the University of Hous- 
ton. 


Garrison says he would have 
been born in Chicago instead of 
St. Louis if it had not been for 
the great Chicago fire of 1871. 
His father, James Harvey Garri- 
son, who died in 1931, was about 
to launch a new religious week- 
ly in Chicago in 1871, but the 
fire wiped out his financial back- 
ing, and he landed in St. Louis. 

Ernest Garrison tells this first 
chapter of his life story in the 
July 8 issue of the Christian- 
Evangelist, national weekly of 
the Disciples of Christ, 2700 Pine 
boulevard, which his father 
edited from 1869 to 1912. July 
8 was the nintieth anniversary 
of the journal that has survived 
more disasters than either Chi- 
cago or St. Louis. 

“The editor’s eyes turned to- 
ward St. Louis,” Ernest Garri- 
son writes in a beautiful tribute 
to his distinguished and undis- 
courageable father. “The two 
cities were at that time almost 
twins in size, (In 1870, Chicago, 
306,605; St. Louis, 310,846).” 

One of the first printing jobs 
of the elder Garrison in St. 
Louis was the first City. Direc- 
tory. “Now the real troubles be- 
gan,” the son writes. The editor- 
manager had to make up his 
printing losses by steady preach- 
ing. “My arrival on the scene 
during that hard first year in St. 
Louis (1874) was probably no fi- 
nancial help either. 

“The next year was worse, for 
it opened with a fire which de- 
stroyed the printing plant. Most 
of the insurance turned out to 
be wildcat and worthless.” 


Ernest Garrison has left 
another tribute to his father in 
St. Louis — a bas-relief tablet 
which hangs in Union Avenue 
Christian Church, where the 
family worshipped. For this lit- 
erary editor, author and profes- 
sor is also, a sculptor whose 
works in bronze hang in church- 
es and colleges of St. Louis and 
Chicago and Indianapolis and 
even in Ireland.

E got his schooling in the 
H soriowing places and in this 

order: St. Louis, England, 
St. Louis, Boston, St. Louis, Yale 
University and the University of 
Chicago. 

He attended school for a year 
and half in Southport, England, 
where his father had taken a 
church, then back to St. Louis. 
While still in the lower grades, 
he put in two years in the pub- 
lic schools of Boston, where his 
father had accepted another pul- 
pit, and back to St. Louis again. 

“I was an eager beaver stu- 
dent,” Garrison explains, “and 
every time I changed schools I 
skipped ‘a grade.” 

His amazing scholastic record 
bears him out. He was gradu- 
ated from Yale at 20, was a col- 
lege professor with his Ph.D. at 
24, and was called to be presi- 
dent of Butler University, Indi- 
anapolis, Ind., when he was 30: 


Garrison went to Central High 
School, Fifteenth and Olive 
streets, and took four years of 
Latin and three of Greek. At 
Yale he studied German, Latin, 
Greek, Svanish and Italian. 

“I get along right well in 
Spanish,” he remarked during 
this interview at his Houston 
home. “I have visited Spain 
three times in the last three 
years, and each time spoke in 
Protestant churches.” 

Not long ago he was invited 
to Puerto Rico to speak at a 
preachers’ conference. He made 
24 speeches in 21 days, and the 
first part of each speech was de- 
livered in Spanish. 

He has taught college courses 
in Spanish, German, trigono- 
metry, physics, church history 
and American history. 

He was associate editor, with 
his father, of the Christian- 
Evangelist from 1900 to 1904. 
The father lived at 5828 Bart- 
mer avenue, and the son built 
a house on Thornby place, at the 


corner of Bartmer; he remem- 
bers the house cost $6500. 


“Paul Elmer More (noted es- 
sayist, critic and teacher) lived 
on Page boulevard, only a block 
away,” Garrison said. “I never 
saw More. If you lived on Bart- 
mer, you didn’t intrude on Page 
and Page people left Bartmer 
strictly alone.” 


Garrison left St. Louis for the 
last time in 1904 to become pres- 
ident of Butler University. Two 
years later, this man whose 
father lived to be 88 and his 
mother 93, was struck down by 
tuberculosis. He resigned his job 
and went to the southwest to try 
to regain his health. He ex- 
pected to stay six months and 
stayed 16 years. 

During this difficult period, 
when he was recovering his 
health, he served as principal of 
the high school of Sante Fe, N. 
M., for a year, and taught phys- 
ics, Latin, English, history and 
penmanship. 

He moved to Las Vegas and 
taught for a year in New Mexico 
Normal University. Then he was 
president for five years of New 
Mexico A. and M., Las Cruces, 
1908-1913. In 1910, Garrison 
was a member of the commis- 
sion which drew up the constitu- 
tion under which New ‘Mexico 
was admitted to the Union. 

‘New Mexico went Democratic 
at the first state election in 
1912, so I lost my job as col- 
lege president,” said Garrison. 

He went to California and 
founded the Claremont School 
for Boys, an outdoor school on 
a 40-acre campus, and operated 
it for eight years, until he re- 
turned to Chicago in 1921. To- 
day it is the Webb School. 

“In Claremont I had my first 
of many escapes from being a 
millionaire,” Garrison said. “A 
real estate man tried to sell me 
Signal Hill in Long Beach for 
a new campus for my school. 
Two years after I rejected the 
site, Signal Hill bloomed into 
the biggest oil field in Califor- 
nia. ' 

“Then an agent in Huntingto 
Beach tried hard to talk me into 
buying land there. After weeks 
of negotiations I turned him 
down. The very spot which he 
tried to sell me became the 


a richest oil field in Cali- 
8) : 

“By this time it was perfectly 
clear to me that the Lord didn’t 
intend for me to be a rich man.” 

Garrison's first college teach- 
ing job was at the University of 
Chicago in 1897, a few years 
after he had graduated from 
Yale, and shortly after he had 
won his doctorate at Chicago. 
His Ph.D. in church history was 
the first ever granted there. 

The late President William 
Rainey Harper of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago wanted Garrison 
to teach church history in the 
divinity school. But at that time, 
1897, the university laws re- 
quired that all teachers in the 
seminary be Baptists, and Gar- 
rison was a Disciple. So Harper 
engaged him for the university's 
history department, where he 
taught the same subject. Three 
years later he came to St. Louis 
to help his father. 

In 1921, he returned to Chi- 
cago to teach church history in 
both the university and the 
theological seminary of the Dis- 
ciples of Christ. 

In 1923, Garrison founded the 
book department of the Chris- 
tian Century, and has carried it 
ever since. For several years he 
wrote 40 per cent of the editor- 
ials, too.

Loose Wallpaper. 


NE thing that wallpaper 
doesn’t seem to care for is a 
damp wall. Let a wall be 
damp through a leak or con- 
densation and pretty soon the 
paper gives up and becomes 
loose. 
Now the usual thing to do un-

der these circumstances is to 
make note of the condition and 
make another note to do seme- 
thing about it when you are not 
quite so busy. 

This condition is bad because 
when the paper becomes dry it 
will also become somewhat brit- 
tle and then when you go to 
force it back against the wall it 
may very easily crack and that 
can complicate life considerably. 

The wise thing to do when pa- 
per comes loose is first to locate 
the cause of the dampness and 
correct it so that more paper 
won't fall off. 

The next thing to do is to paste 
the paper back into place before 
it has a chance to dry. What 
you can use fer this job is ordi- 
nary library paste or wallpaper 
paste which you can buy at most 
any hardware store or paint 
shop. 

The old paste should be re- 
moved from the wall and back of 
the paper with a damp cloth. 
The fresh paste is then applied 
and the paper gently forced back 
into place. Use a clean cloth to 
wipe over the surface of the pa- 
per to eliminate any bubbles and 
to insure an even and thorough 
distribution of the paste in back.

Chicago, he invited him to come 
to Houston and help to develop 
the department. Garrison, who 
had leisure and travel in mind, 
agreed to come for a year. That 
was two years ago. 

He teaches four classes three 
times a week: history of philoso- 
phy, logic, history of Christian- 
ity, and contemporary literature 
in philosophy and religion. 

His most popular course here 
is logic. A student in this class 
asked Garrison why no young 
women take the course, not even 
one. 

“My boy,” the veteran profes- 
sor replied, “sit down, and I'll 
give you a bit of information 
that will be useful as long as you 
live. Phe girls know they are 
not logical, and they like it that 
way. Women have found that 
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they can gain their ends without 
logic, so why worry with it.” 

Garrison and his wife live in 
a 10-room air conditioned house, 
two miles from the university. 
Two big rooms of the five on the 
second floor are a library and 
study. The Garrisons bought the 
house furnished after selling 
their big house in Chicago and 
disposing of three fourths of his 
books. Their move from Chicago 
was further delayed by his trip 
last summer to Lund, Sweden, 
where the World Council of 
Churches held a conference on 
faith and order. 

“My wife is the only person I 
know who likes her climate both 
hot and humid,” Garrison ex- 
plained. He -admitted, however, 
that he finds the Houston weath- 
er pleasant, too.

RS. GARRISON is the for- 
mer Annie Bye of Indianap- 
olis; her father, John T. 
Dye, was general counsel for 
the Big Four Railroad. There 
are two children: Frederick, a 
Detroit engineer, and a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Neal Crawford, wife of 
the Presbyterian pastor of Ore- 
gon, Ill. and a_ professional 
harpist. ' 
Mrs. Garrison objects to only 
one activity of her husband—he 
preaches too many sermons. 
When they were young and 
struggling to bring up their 
children on a school teacher's 
salary, he was paid small fees 
for doing the vacation preaching 
in big churches whose pastors 
drew fancy pay. His wife was 
soured on the whole business of 
summer preaching. More than 
50 years have passed and her 
husband preaches somewhere 
nearly every Sunday. 

Garrison takes part in a week- 
ly half-hour radio program, an 
informal discussion of religious 
problems, Other panel members 
include a professor from Rice 
Institute, a rabbi and a Catholic 
layman.

The 
crape myrtle and oleander were 
in gorgeous bicom, but the 
householder was especially 
proud of his two flourishing 
banana trees and roses. He 
drove to the university, where at 
the Post Office he picked up an 
armload of books for review. 
Summer school was in session 
and many students and other 
teachers recognized the six-foot 
professor whom neither winter 
nor summer, nor age, can keep 
from his accustomed round. 

“In the nature of things,” Gar- 
rison philosophized, “I can’t ex- 
pect to teach many more years. 
Perhaps I ought to give some 
thought to what I shall do 
when I retire.”

West opened the jack of 
spades, and South put up dum- 
my’s queen to make sure that 
East would be in. A club 
switch by East would pose no 
threat, but if West held the first 
trick and shifted to clubs, South 
might lose two tricks in each 
of the black suits. 

East continued with the 
spades, and South ruffed the 
third round with an _ honor. 
Then he drew three rounds of 
trumps, noting with interest that 
East discarded first a spade and 
then a diamond. Next, South 
took hie top diamonds and 
ruffed the low diamond with 
dummy’s last trump. Declarer 
was quite interested to see the 
jack and queen of diamonds 
fall from the East hand on this 
series of plays. 

At this point South had to 
decide which opponent had the 
king of clubs. If West had it, 
the play was quite simple: 
South would cash his club ace 
and lead another club toward 
dummy’s queen. But East’s re- 
luctance to discard a club, plus 
his vulnerable overcall at the 
two-level, made it much more 
likely that the club king lay at 
declarer’s right, and therefore 
the “normal” method of attack 
would not work out. 

Instead, South led the last 
spade from dummy and threw 
a small club on it, allowing 
East to win the trick. With 
nothing left but clubs, East was 
obliged to lead away from his 
king, permitting dummy to 
make the queen and South the 
ace.
